— Torn nsui;- 
dor, scattered upon tho wild waves 
and on their way to the gul£— And 
in tho awful total compnto the deso- 
late hcartlislones.— Thus only can tho 
magnitude of the Ohio Volley calami- 
ty he calculated." 

The relief committees arc brav«ly 
at work relieving tho distress of the 
sufllbrers.

A very early sclllcr of the couiMy. 
and a rather promincMt man in his 
sphere of lifo was Uarllioloniew 
Wood, more familiarly known among 
his frieiidsJIand acquaintances as 
"Bat Wooil." Just when he came to 
Christian county nooiieknuws. Why 
Jie came, pcrhaiis he did not know 
himself. It is related of his settle- 
ment, that when on his way to Ken- 
tucky, with no doflnito point in view, 
that he was so favorably impressed 
with tho abundance ot game in this 
locality, that he stopped and built 
himself a cabin, lie figured conspic- 
uously in the early history of lloi 
kinsville and of Christian county, 
and at one time owned a vast amount 
of land.aronnd the embryo city. He 
was a man of strong practical com- 
mon sense, but rather dclicicul in 
book learning; a rough diamond 
and iiKii velously adapteil to llic pe- 
riod in which he lived. Iu his buck- 
skin hunting shirt ami leather 
bi'occiies, ho hunted and trapped a 
great deal, and enjoyed himself as 
only a hunter could. Ho belonged 
to that sturdy class of pioiicei's,whosc 
iron frames hail .been hardciud by 
cxDosnre, whose ninscles were lough- 
ened by exercise and toil, and whose 
bodies sjeinod invuluerablo to dis- 
ease and pain. Tho wilderness, with 
its wild boasts and savages, was 
their element. They sported with 
danger, and *it' ne ed be met death 
with fortitude and comimsurc. To 
such men Kentucky, in a measure, 
owes her present glory and greatness. 

Bartholomew Wood was originally 
from Korth Caroiinaand immlgr.ilc I 
to Tcnnossoo soon after the Revolu- 
tionary War. Some years later and 
prior to the close of the last century 
he came III Kniliicky, hut in M'hat 
year is uot known. He was here 
when the county was organized, and 
louatcd live acres of land for public 
uildings. He entered a great deal 
riaiiil iu bis own name and in the 
aiiic.-- of lii> i bildrcn.

He had entered a body of laud ^n 
he name of one of his daughters who 
Iterward married Levi Coinulius.

Carter, William and t'urlis. the lat- 
ter the only one now living. He is a 
man over eighty yeai-s of age, and is 
a resident of liic county. One of his 
laughters married Levi Cornelius, 
? already slated, another m irried 
Obadiah Uobcrts. and < ue or two 
were slill single when the old man 
moved back to Tennessee, which he 
did some years before his death. 
Most of his children weiU witli liim. 
except Bartholomew, but after the 
nil (if Ihi ir father Ihey eamo back 
lere, and many desceiidaiils of the 
old pioneer are living iu the county 
to-day. [Many olhcr fai ls and inci- 
d>.'nts in the life of Mr. Wood will be 
given iu (ho chapter on the early his- 
tory of Hopkinsvillo, and any error:
